It has been said that Uie pios and tons of this measure 
should have bten woiked out much arhei and that ] cople 
should have been kept informed of every step that the Gov 
ei anient intended taking I must say hei e a id no^ that this 
mattei has been engaging the vciy seiious attention of the 
Government for the past three months When I went to Delhi 
—the Chief Minister was also piesent then— this question 
ww taken up both with the Prime Muustei as well as with the 
Finance Minister I think it was somewheie about the ei d 
of Octobei Subsequently when Shii Deahmukh came down 
heie this matter was placed before him Aftei that when 
the officers of the Reseive Bank came down here then also 
this matter was discussed with them Tor the past one 
month theie have been endless t°legiams lepresentat ons and 
telephonic eonveisaUons Out sole intention is to make thus 
change ovei as smooth as possible so tint the people of Hydei 
abad are not adversely auected It was about the 26th of 
March or so that [ finally decided to go ovei to Delhi Then 
the procession and other thhngs followed It is a different 
question and I don t wish to dilate on that As I said I had 
already decided to go to Delhi to finalise some of the minor 
matters Oui Government could not take any final dicision 
for the simple reason that cunency was a central subject 
and any change that had to be brought in would have to take 
place with the concurrence and consent of the Central Gov 
ei nment only It was hei e we wei e placed at a disadvantage 
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II does not mean that we (fad not put forth, all otu difficulties 
befoie the Cential Government In this connect on I would 
like to emphas se that Government does not feel that it is a 
sepai ate ent ty by itself and that people are differ ent from it I 
should ay that every difficulty of the people is the difficulty 
of the Government as such and that Government is one with 
the people m pressing the leg tunate demands to the evtent 
possible A numbti of repiesentafc ona waited on me as well 
as on the Chief Minister The mercantile Community has 
placed its grevances before us The representatives of 
labouieis including those belonging to the INTUC met me 
and placed then giievances They were very coidial to me 
Theie may be differences of opinion but the meeting Was 
conducted ma very coi dial manna Besides I have received 
several lepiesentations fiom many mdividuals who peihaps 
aftei leauing the newspapers appiehended that certain 
loctoifa would develop Some of them even made valuable 
suggestions All these things have been taken into considei 
a ton and the Government felt that m a matter hke this 
affecting the whole population we should make the people 
feel that we are one with them That was the stand wl ich 
we have take n throughout AH the decisions that have been 
taken by this Government aftei the consultations with the 
Central Government which was land enough to look into the 
ieal grievances of the people — are as a result of that 
Finally the Centre has agreed for certain things and given 
as tome concessions What those concessions are I shall 
Dlace before the House later on For the considei ation of 
this issue what axe the things that We should look into 7 It 
u> not that the people are against it it is not that the Gov 
ernment is against it and it is not that political parties are 
against it what is wanted is a smooth change-over which 
Would not affect the people of Hyderabad especially the poor 
er sections Who ale the people that would behave in a 
manner as tc make the people feel that this change over has 
an adverse affect? It is again a small peicentage of the 
working cla s who like to take advantage of the situation and 
act in an anta social manner at this juncture In the past 
also whenever anta social activities in any sector affecting 
the public took place Government always took such measuies 
as would ease the situation and Government will not hesitate 
to take srimlar measures even now That was why the Chief 
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Mimstei day before yesteiday m Pieas Confeiance and also 
yesterday m the Hou c and I in my leply to the budget 
debate have appealed foi the co opeiat on of all sections of 
the populat on The people themselves have sometimes to 
take ceita n meaautes to countei ict the bid effects of the 
anta social activities It is not that the public at large aie 
helpless in the matter* I may mention heie that a section of 
the tiade union .Actually came to me and placed the mattei 
befoie me I said to them Day in and day out you shout 
down with so and so today you are not against the Gove n 
ment because the Government is oi the people We want 
to make the change over to 1 G Cuiiency as smooth as possi 
ble If theie aie ny inti ocial activities going on why not 
the lesistance to such acta ltaes start from the people them 
selves' We aie of couise go tag to have the Distiict and 
Ctntial Advisory Committees in connection with demonetiza 
tion wherein there will be representation to vaiious section 
and we will count their co operation We will tell the people 
the merchant dabs and othen> that any kind of anti social 
activities are againBt the mteiests of Uie people "WewiUalso 
«ee that the shops declare that there will be no inciease in the 
puce structure consequent on the change ovei and such of 
tho«e shops that foil to do this should be condemned by the 
people It ia in the people s interests that they should not go 
to those shops Naturally cur instinct tells us that articles 
should be cheaper If we do tins collectively no mei chant 
would dare to increase the price structure I was about to 
call a Press Conference and the representatives of the differ 
ent parties including the representatives of trade union and 
non gazetted officers and place beforfe them the intentions of 
the Government This could have taken place on the 22nd 
or 28rd March 1958 but unfortunately it did not come off 
foi the simple leason that some of the final touches could 
not be completed That was due to foctois over which I had 
no control As discussion on Budget was going on I could not 
immediately leave for Delhi In any cose the help and co 
operation of the Public will to a gieat extent ledress the 
wrong that we imagine will be done to a section of the people 

But I want to know what are the difficulties that the 
poorer section of the population ajfc likely to encounter ? People 
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have mentioned vanous things I have actually woiked out 
tlie details in this connection What womed the Government 
just as it womed the hon. Membeis, was the fact of allowing 
higher denomination notes in ciioulation foi a period of two 
yeais and demonetizing the one lupee-notes and small coins 
(of lessei denomination) from 1st Apnl 1958 This Govern 
ment did not view this point lightly Let us Bee in what 
manner it affects the people I would like to place befoie you 
the economic side of the question In Hydeiabad, the per 
capita income is somewhere about Rs 160 H S pel annum in 
Bombay state it is somewheie about Rs 220 and m India in 
genei al it is about Rs 250 The per capita income of iRs 160 
H S in Hyderabad is compaiatively less In the neighboui 
ing provinces we find that on account of the avei age income 
being- highei I G pie, i e l/12th of an anna, which was in 
calculation previously was discarded now Their bans actions 
now aie in I G mes % e l/4th of an I G anna They have 
adjusted themselves to that level because of the highei income 
Heie the income is low Our denomination also light ftom 
wages has been less in value i e l/6th of O S anna What 
is operating «i the neighbouring provinces today is l/4th of 
an anna, while heie it is l/6th of an anna In view of the 
less value of S small denominations the percentage increase 
m cost of puichase would affect the poor man to the extent 
of 76 01 when transactions are made in I G pies That is 
one dub verms one I G pies when tiansactions are made 
m this manner one would lose to the extent of 75 01 per cent 
when ft is 2 dubs vs 2 pies it would be 74 99 when it is 8 
dubs vs 2 pies it would be 16 67 when it is 4 dubs vs 8 pies 
it would be 81 25 pei cent when it is 5 dubs m 8 pice it would 
be500peicent when it is 1 anna us 4 pies it would be 16 67 
percent when it is 7 dubs vs 4mce it gets equalised when 
it is 8 dubs vs 5 pice it Would 9 88 per cent when 9 dubs vs 
6 pies it would be 16 67 per cent when t is 10 dubs vs 6 
pice it would 5 00 per cent when it is 11 dubs w t pice it 
would be 11 86 when it is 2 annas vs 7 pice it goes down 
to 2 08 per cent, and after 8 annas vs 14 pjee it is toisigni 
ftcant It would be seen from tins that it is in the lower 
denominational factors that our people are going to suffer 
heavjjy The earning capacity of our people 6 less and 
natiually wHh corns of smaller denominations they have to 
purchase smaller quantities and also Bpend less amount of 
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money by rounding off the transactions in tins manner I 
shall now take the index numbers of cost of living for work 
ing class in Hydei abad A poor man or a lower middle class 
man spends on an average on food 2 25 per cent on fuel 
and lighting 6 87 pel cent on clothing 11 08 per cent on 
lent 682 per cent on miscellaneous items 10 66 and on 
intoxicants 8 88 pei cent Miscellaneous is a very import- 
ant item where they lose heavily and where they deal in dubs 
because it is less tham two annas The items under Miecel 
laneous are pan chaba, beedies cigarettes, chutta, 
earthenware grinding charges soap washerman s charges 
sweeper's chaiges hau oil bangles etc This miscellaneous 
forms about 10 66 per cent Here the poor man spends money 
of lesser denomination? ar^ where the transaction s in rme 
pice he will lose hoavily What is the alternative for this? 
We have either to allow the smaller denominstinns nt hah 
sicca to continue for a longei period or plead with the Central 
Government to give us a coin of a lesser denomination 
These are the onlv two measures which we <"nn think of The 
hipiher the denomination the lesser one will lose, so much so 
after two rupees the exchange value will bp equated and one 
will not lo»p much We therefore strongly represent ed to 
the Central Government that the one lupee •not/'s and "mailer 
denomination coins should continue to be legal tendei for a 
lonser period If the higher denominational currency is 
removed we do mot mmd, because it does not affect much 
People having higher denominational notes naturally reside 
in cities and as such that currency can be mopped up much 
more easily If the currencv of smaller denominations and 
coins are demonetised immediately it will affect the very 
life of the poor people who are in possession of this currency 
and corns It will also take a longer time for mopmng up 
these smaller denomination currencv and corns because 
people do not know yet how to transact in I G currency All 
these things I wanted to plnoe beforp the House in mv reply 
to the debate on the 1st reading of this Bill the other day emd 
plead for vour co-operatinn m this matter but in the mean 
while I had to go over to Delhi 

I have repreeentated all these factors to the Central 
Government and wp have come to a reasons Wk» agreement The 
Government of India told me that they had alreadv repealed 
the Hyderapad Paper Currency Act, but they had brought 
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m a new Bill which had been passed m the Council of States 

and winch would have been possibly moved in the House of 

Hie People today This new Bill wtould enable both tne 

higher denom nation notes and the small coma to continue to 

be legal tendei for a period of two yeais moie So f ai is 

this is concerned it is very good That by itself will not 

satisfy us because once die Hyderabad Cunency A t is 

lepealed tins currency may continue as legal tender but it 

will be a legal tender only foi the puipose of withd awing 

and not foi the purpose oi issue The issue will be in I G 

Both the cui l enaes wiil be recogta sed and if the Government 

pays in I G it cannot be refused We pleaded w th the 

Central Government that until they gave us coins of smallei 

denom nations mlG via one pice they should give f aci 

lities for exchanging into smallei denominational coins m 

S to a leasonable extant The Central Government agr* 

ed with us in this lespect In future one rupee coins and 

notes of the denominational value of one rupee and above 

would be mopped up by Government and, will be gradual!; 

wthdiawn On the other hand hah sicca corns of small 

denominatons up to 8 annas will be made available to a 

leasonable extent to every one and exchange facilities will be 

provided by the Government That means if a Government 

«ervantieceive» , m8paylnlG currency all that he has to do 

is to go to a shop and if his purchases amount to Es 1 4 

i can pay one ruppe m I G and the small change to be paid 

can be rounded on in halli sicca coins Alternatively he will 

have to carry the small corns of (J, annas and below and pay 

foi then purchases m these comfl This f aality of extending 

the legal tender character and exchange into small corns for 

a period of two yeais wiH leault in a great advantage to the 

people 

Shn V D Deskpande I would like to know* to what 
extent the Banks will give exchange (acuities into small coins 
of OS If" 

Dr G S MeUcote To an adequate and reasonable extent 
It all depends upon seveial factors The Finance Minister 
at the Centre mads it very clear and assured me that he 
would if necessary go to the extant of minting this money 
to ."the tune of some erores of rupees and ajkw their cir 
<$Wm the* need not worry any of us Thifl is ope aspect 
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Secondly I have asked the Reserve Bank to supply us 
with adequate quantatieb (in lakhs) of I G pies t e l/12fch 
of an anna If instead of the l/4th anna coin we take the 
l/12th of anna 1 e 1 p e let us see how it will affect the 
poor man or the labouielr If with one dub vs one pice it 
effects him to the extent of 75 pel cent by this I G pie it 
^ ill affect nun to the extent of only 16 68 pei cent ind as the 
denomination goes up it will be less and after one anna the 
effect wdl be insignificant Thus if the l/12Ui of an anna 
comes nto circulation it will sometimes woik out to a, greater 
advantage because it is even less in value than one dub of 
hah slew But it has to get into calculation and people hivt 
to get accustomed to it When this aspect of the question 
was placed before the Union Finance Minister he agreed to 
our suggestion and the Eeseive Bank will be making avail 
able to us these I G pies 

What was worrying us was how the geneial public would 
behave dur ng the change over We have extended the life 
of the smaller denominational coins we aie making 
available smaller denominations of I G coins t e I G pies 
and we aie pioviding facilities foi exchanging into S 
small coons of 8 annas and less in adequate and sufficient 
quantities we are also arranging for piopaganda and pubh 
coty In spite of all these things I am sure there will be 
eeitaim amount od. black marketing ui S coins What are 
the pumtive measures that we can take in such an event? We 
have considered the question of punitive measures that we 
should take and whether any penal sections would be neces 
sary On this point also we consulted the Gentae In the 
currency Act itself there are certain punitive measures 
These are being examined and we wamt to tike all measures 
that are possible to put down black marketmg This is the 
third measure we intend taking 

On the fourth measure I do not want to dilate very much 
because much has already appeared m the press and Son the 
Chief Minister has already placed the facts befoie Ihe House 
The Education Department the Rent Control Order house 
taxes water taxes and the municipal taxes R T D fates — 
all these will be collected m equivalent standard rate of ex 
change in I G With these measures I feel we will be able 
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to remove the edge in the arguments of the opposition and 
also the act* of the unsoc al elements which are making use 
of this opportunity for their own advantage 

I tried to calculate loughfy to what extent the people of 
Hydeiabad would suffer if we had not done these things I 
may be wrong because I made only a rough calculation I 
think a few merchants acting collectively will dupe the people 
to the extent of 16 croies of Rupees But if one twelfths of 
<jn. anna is n ade available and if the small halh sicca Coins 
are also made available for a peiiod of two years the people 
will not be losing anything If I G one twelfths anna coins 
aie available we may lose only a couple of lakhs of Rupees 
as against a couple ol crores which we or g mally apprehend 
ed But if halli sicca is available for two years the poor 
man will noi get duped because he will carry with him a 
sufficient stock of change This advantage will certainly 
satisfy the people of Hyderabad for the simple reason that 
wc want to have one people one country and one currency AH 
the difficulties that were apprehended have thus been sumo 
ently i°moved There is sufficient time for us because this is 
not going to innate the prices in any manner The poorer 
sections can make small payments in Halh currency and if 
any difficulties crop up m their way we are prepared to 
remove them and listen to any aurn e that is given This 
is the stand of the Government of Hyderabad and these are 
the measures they intend to take I feel we have done our 
best and tins House will appreciate and co operate with the 
Government to the fullest extent possible
